Regarding claim 6, the reason for allowance is as follows: the prior art 
does not disclose or fairly suggest (b) determining one or more substantially 
maximum and minimum pixel values at the same pixel location in the two or more 
images; (c) calculating one or more differences between the substantially 
maximum and minimum values for obtaining one or more delta values, (d) 
comparing the one or more delta values with a threshold; and (e) recording the 
pixels whose delta values are beyond the threshold as hopping pixels.
